ASCOT, England, Juns 19 —Fired by the
wecent example of Miss Emily Wilding
Davidason during the derby, & male suf-
fragist today attempied sulclde by TlUng-
ing himeself in front of August Belmont's
4-year-old Tracery during the race for
the valuable Ascol gold cup, His aet de-
prived the American spartsman of a good
chance of capturing the trophy.

The man waa faially injured. The
horse and ita rider, although they were
both brought to the ground, waere not
harmed.

Waving a fMag of the sulfragetie colors
in ope hand apd brandishing & revolver
in the other, the milltant suffragist
sprang over the rails just aa the fleld of
horses, with the American colt Tracery
leading, wers nearing' the stretch for the
run home

With a loud yell of "Stop!" he bounded
In front of the horses. Tracery colllded
with and felled him before the jockey,
A, Whalley, bad time to avert the acul-
dent. <

Tracy fell in a heap in the center of
the course, hut his jookey, Whalley, fell
ciear of him. Both were quickly on their
feet and Whalley was able to walk into
the enclosure,

volver in the other, while the eclght
horses In the cup race, were turning
into the stretch with Tracery in the lead.
He grabbed Tracery's bridle, brought
horse and rider down and himselt fell
wwith his akull fractured by a hoof. He
was removed to the Ascot hospital
und operated upon. The surgeon after-
ward announced that his condition was
hopaless. .
